W. Jewish Congress 
Gives Vatican $20,000

NEW YORK—The World Jew- 
ish Congress has made a gift of 
2,000,000 lira, the equivalent of 
$20,000 to the Vatican charities, 
it was disclosed by Dr. A. Leon 
Kubowitzki, secretary-general of 
the World Jewish Congress, who 
returned recently from a visit to 
Europe. 

A check for this sum was pre- 
sented by Dr. Kubowitzki, follow- 
ing his reception by Pope Pius 
XII, to Monsignor Giovanni Bat- 
tista Montini, Acting Secretary of 
State at the Vatican, in recogni- 
tion of the work of the Holy See 
in securing the rescue of Jews 
from Fascist and Nazi persecu- 
tion, which entailed considerable 
expenditures. The gift was madg, 
he said, at the request of the 
Union of Italian Jewish Com- 
munities. A contribution of a sim- 
ilar sum had been made by the 
World Jewish Congress prior to 
the liberation of Italy to the 
Italian Resistance Movement

Succumbs at 79

WASHINGTON, D. C.—-In sim- 
ple ceremonies Mrs. Alice Gold- 
mark Brandeis was laid to rest 
beside her husband, Associate 
Justice Louis D. Brandeis, while 
Chief Justice Harlan F. Stone 
and seven associate justices of 
the Supreme Court attended. The 
services for Mrs. Brandeis, who 
died Thursday night, were neld 
at here home here.

79. Death was due to a heart at- 
tack. 

Taking little interest in formal 
society, Mrs. Brandeis and her 
husband often entertained groups 
of younger people of liberal 
views at gatherings in their 
home, at which discussions of 
current events took place. The 
Brandeises lived modestly and un- 
ostentatiously. 

Mrs. Brandeis was married to 
the future Justice in 1891 when he 
was practicing law in Boston. 
They came to Washington in 
1916 when he was appointed to 
the Supreme Court by President 
Wilson. Justice Brandeis died in 
1941, several years after his re- 
tirement from the bench.

WARSAW~— Although the Gov- 
ernment is taking energetic meas- 
ures to combat anti-Jewish ter- 
rorists, a Summary of anti-Jewish 
outbreaks reveals that attacks on 
Jews continue and that in a num- 
ber of towns Jews are still being 
murdered by organized bands. 


The report discloses that Jews 
were killed in the course of the 
last few weeks in the Towns of 
Czenstochowa, Gniwosnow, Opa- 
tow and Starachowice.

British Officer's Slur 
On Jews Protested

LONDON —°' The executive 
committee of the Board of Depu- 
ties of British Jews has protest- 
ed against a statement by Major 
Thomas Claude Winwood, Brit- 
ish military defense attorney at 
the Lueneberg trial of Nazi war 
criminals, who told the tribunal 
that ‘the inmates of Oswiecim 
and Belsen included dregs of the 
ghettoes of Central Europe 
people with little idea as to what 
to do with their own lives.” 

“This statement besmirches 
the memory of millions of men, 
women and children who died 
under unspeakable horrors, or 
were murdered for no _ other 
fault but that they were Jews,” 
the Board of Deputies says. it 
emphasizes that the remarks by 
Winwood, who is defending Josef 
Kramer, the “Beast of Belsen,” 
are an insult to Jewry, and ex- 
presses the Board's “deepest in- 
dignation.” 

The statement by Major Win- 
wood was termed “vile and 
clumsy” in a protest telegraphed 
to Major General Berney Ficklin, 
president of the military tribun- 
al, by A. L. Easterman, repre- 
sentative of the World Jewish 
Congress. The unwarranted slur 
cast by the defending officer on 
countless Jewish dead and their 
surviving brothers and sisters ail 
over the world is a gross viola- 
tion of British fairness and 
transgresses the just limits of 
British advocacy, the telegram 
points out. 

Major Winwood, the JTA was 
informed, is a solicitor in civil 
life. He is not a barrister and, 
under English judicial proced- 
ure, is not permitted to plead a 
case in court. He has served in 
the Royal Artillery since 1940, 
and holds no decorations.

NEW YORK—“The idea of the 
Chosen People was justifiable re- 
ligious doctrine in ancient Juda- 
ism,” but “today it is not merely 
untenable, but also detrimental 
to a normal adjustment of the 
Jew to his environment,’ Dr. 
Mordecai M. Kaplan, declared at 
the annual conference of the 
Jewish Reconstructionist Founda- 
tion, Inc., held at the Hotel Mc- 
Alpin. 

“That idea is warranted, to be 
sure, in the realm of opinion as 
an assertion of Judaism’s contri-

bution to the religion of mankind 
in the past,” Dr. Kaplan con- 
tinued. “But it is not as such an 
opinion that it is included in the 
traditional Prayer Book. There 
it is in the realm of dogma and 
is meant to affirm that the Jewish 
people has been chosen to occupy 
forever the central place in the 
divine scheme of salvation. As 
such it neither is nor can be any 
longer accepted by modern- 
minded Jews.” 

Dr. Kaplan stated that it is an 
illusion, however, to believe that 
Jews have had only one type of 
religion. “The fact is that they 
have had at least three dominant 
types,” he said. “Recently the Re- 
form movement added a fourth 
and now Reconstructionism is 
adding a fifth type.” To prevent 
the different types of religion 
from being divisive, Jews must 
find their common denominator 
in their tradition and in a united 
effort to establish a Jewish na- 
tional home in Palestine for 
those who want to or must go 
there, he declared.

The original letter sent by Mr. Shapiro to Mr. Hollander urging 
that a referendum be conducted read as follows:

“A group of community leaders, associated with the Council of 
Federations and Welfare Funds, and deeply interested in the causes 
yhich appeal for the support of American Jewry, have formed a 
Committee to Oppose National Budgeting. This Committee was 

in response to the action taken by the Board of Directors 
of the Council at its June meeting which called for a referendum on 
the establishment of a national budgeting service. This Committee 
feels that this problem projected the most serious issue that has 
enfronted member agencies -of the Council since that body was 
formed. We believe that it is essential that there be a thorough dis- 
cussion of the implications of this proposal. Only with a clear under- 
sanding of the basic reasons for and against national budgeting 
tan the exchange of views among the member agencies be educa- 
tional in character and be representative of community thinking. 

“Since the meeting of the Board of Directors of the Council in 
Detroit in June, the Executive Committee of the Council decided to 
abandon the referendum and to leave the issue to the General Assem- 
bly of the Council. We strongly urge you, as President of the 
Council, and your fellow officers to modify the decision of the Exe- 
cutive Committee so that the intention of the Board of Directors may 
be realized. We feel that vast social changes and an extraordinary 
transformation of Amefican Jewry are implicit in the proposal for 
national budgeting. We are sure that neither the proponents nor 
opponents of national budgeting wish to see a decision of such 
momentous character made by default or by a casual vote of a 
delegate. This can be avoided if the member agencies of the Council 
are called upon, between now and the General Assembly, to engage 
in the widest possible discussion and to allow for a decision which 
should reflect the views of the community. Only in this manner can 
the community decide on the merits of an issue so vital to all Jewish 
interests. The Council, whatever the decision may be, will be able 
torest its program on a more solid foundation, having the assurance 
that the community has spoken. 

“The Council of Federations and Welfare Funds has not, up to 
this time, attempted to set itself up as a super-body, but only as an 
instrument of the member agencies which compose it. Under these 
tircumstances, it would seem of prime importance that the officers 
of the Council insure the widest possible discussion and the broadest 
possible referendum, so that they can be secure in the knowledge 
that the decision reflects the will of the communities. 

“The Committee to Oppose National Budgeting would be happy 
fo cooperate with the Council in setting up of procedures with re- 
spect to the manner in which the refendum might be expeditiously 
conducted in a representative manner. No issue that has confronted 
the fund-raising instrumentalities of American Jewry is so vital for 
the future of American and world Israel as the attempt to introduce 
National budgeting. We are sure, therefore, that you and the other 
officers of the Council will want to guarantee that the determina- 
ion of this issue will rest on the democratic and representative pro- 
cesses in the American Jewish community. 

“I would appreciate hearing from you in this matter at your very 
tatliest convenience.”

“To help the member agencies know the’arguments—pro and 
con—the COUNCIL will be sending material presenting both the af- 
firmative and negative arguments well in advance of the Assembly. 
This will give the members time to consider the problem in all its 
aspects before reaching decisions. You suggest that your Commit- 
tee would like to cooperate with the COUNCIL. I wish you had 
adopted that attitude earlier. Perhaps if you had taken the time and 
effort to review the proposal more thoroughly in advance, you might 
not now be committed to opposition. Since, however, you are so 
committed, and are restricting yourselves to the presentation of only 
one side, I frankly don’t see how cooperation between us would be 
helpful. 

“The voting rules of the Assembly are clear and explicit. They 
were so formulated as to give due weight to every community, large 
end small, with predonderance to none. As to the Selection of dele- 
gates, that is up to the member agencies themselves. I think it can 
reasonably be assumed that those whom they select will properly 
represent them. 

“The COUNCIL sees national budgeting as a partnership be- 
tween national and overseas agencies and the communities; your 
group opposes such a partnership, taking the position that agencies 
can permit no preview of their budgets, and must continue their 
present ex parte procedure. This, I believe, communities are no 
longer willing to accept. 

“That most of the agencies serving the Jewish Community are 
entitled to support there is no question. The partnership the COUN- 
CIL proposes will, in our opinion, do more than anything else to 
insure that support. There is nothing in it to threaten the integrity, 
the autonomy, or the program of any agency; and I am confident 
that within a few years, you of the opposition will be among the 
first to admit that your doubts and fears were groundless.”

Mr. Shapiro Charges Railroading . 


In acknowledging the position taken by the Council President, 

Mr. Shapiro wrote: 
“It is a source of regret to learn, from your letter of October 
Sth, that the Council hsa declined to permit a referendum among 
its member agencies on the vital subject of national budgeting but 
prefers to leave the decision to the haphazard voting processes of 
the General Assembly. The only conclusion that can be derived 
is that the Council is fearful of an expression, in advance of the 
Assembly, of opinion by the Jewish communities of America in 
whose hands should rest the decision whether so grave a change 
in the direction and control of American and world Jewish life 
should be undertaken. 

“It is a source of further regret that the Council, which has 
consistently declared that it is merely an instrument doing the will 
of its member agencies, now stands revealed as determined to im- 
pose its preconceived notions on the American Jewish community. 
It had previously been stated that the Council of Federations would 
be neutral in presenting the issue of national budgeting. It is now 
clear that the top officers of the Council have no such intention but 
will use all the powers which come with their position to force their 
conception of national budgeting on member agencies. It is perfectly 
proper for every Welfare Fund leader to express his views. In fact, 
our opposition to national budgeting is based on the conviction that 
such a plan will paralyze and not further the expression of such 
views. But in the case of the Council it is well that its member 
agencies should see now that it has abandoned the cloak of objectiv- 
ity and impartiality. The distribution of a single statement inter- 
preting the reasons for opposition to ‘national budgeting” as the 
Council plans to do, is no indication of neutrality. In view of your 
own outspoken statements, as President of the Council, it seems 
tnerely a technique for maintaining the mirage of neutrality. Ob- 
viously the Council officers believe in national budgeting. They 
are going to press those views. They thus confirm the anxieties of 
those opposed to national budgeting who fear that the views and 
programs of one group of people may be forced on the whole of 
American Jewry. 

“That the Committee To Oppose National Budgeting does not 
misread the real intentions of officers of the Council in pressing 
tor the establishment of a National Budgeting Advisory Committee, 
is clearly indicated in the revealing report issued in September, 
1940 by Mr. Jacob Blaustein, Chairman of the Council’s Budget Re- 
search Committee. He then said: “It might be advisable to agree 
at the outset that the national budgeting process is to be wholly of 
an advisory character and that ther will be no immediate transfer 
of responsibility to the national budget committee of the preroga- 
tives of national and overseas agencies or the authority of local 
welfare funds.” Any fair reading of this disclosure of the ultimate 
intentions of the sponsors of national budgeting can only deepen 
apprehension of the consequences. 

“The fact that you do not even admit the possibility of sincere 
opposition to national budgeting is another token of the arbitrari- 
ness that may be expected from such sponsorship of a national 
budgeting procedure. 


“Tt is the view of the Committee to Oppose National Budgeting 
that it is the Jewish communities which should decide the issue, 
You have undertaken to pre-empt their decision. We still believe 
that democratic procedure and the very nature of the structure of 
the Council—if it is to be a useful instrument of service to the 
American Jewish community—require that every member agency, 
by discussion and decision locally, should register its views formally 
whether it wants to entrust extraordinary powers over the Jewish 
future to a handful of men.”

Editor’s note: In the accom 
panying article, which was re: 
leased by the committee to op- 
pose National Budgeting, the 
word “revealed,” which is in- 
accurate, was changed ‘to 
“charged” in the first sen- 
tence. Paragraph three, sec- 
ond sentence, read as sent out 
by the commitee: “The Board 
of Directors of the Council 
had originally voted that such 
a referendum should be con- 
ducted but this decision was sub- 
sequently . overturned by the 
small group of the executive 
committee, which stated that 
since ODT restrictions had 
been lifted and a General As- 
sembly was feasible, no refer- 
endum was necessary.” The 
changes made by The Post 
make the article more accur- 
ate. 

The Post is printing the ex- 
change of letters, lengthy as 
they are, because of the furore 
over the proposed “national 
budgeting.” The Post has 
placed Mr. Hollander’s letter 
second, where it belongs, al- 
though the release sent out by 
the committee had Mr. Hol- 
lander’s reply at the very end.

HE ADDRESS of Dr. Julian 

Morgenstern at the recent 
opening session of the Hebrew 
Union College contains a warm 
appeal for Jewish unity and an 
invitation to the Reconstruction- 
ist movement to join the ranks 
of Reform in helping to achieve 
it. We appreciate the friendly 
spirit of his appeal and his invi- 
tation. Unfortunately, the invita- 
tion has a string attached to it. 
He asks_ Reconstructionists to 
abandon some of their principles 
which, in his eyes, are divisive. 
We take this as a challenge, al- 
though an amicable one, to dis- 
cuss these principles, and are 
happy to accept that challenge 
in the same amicable spirit. 

We are in hearty agreement 
with Dr. Morgenstern not merely 
on the desirability of unity, but 
on the understanding that “unity 
of action alone is opportunistic,” 
that “true unity must be based 
on community of spirit, vision 
and faith,” and that “it must be 
a spontaneous growth, although 
this process may ... be stimu- 
Jated through clear thinking .. .” 

The achievement of such spir- 
itual unity is not merely a wish 
that we entertain and that we 
hope may be an incidental re- 
sult of the accomplishment of 
our program. Rather is it a prin- 
cipal objective of our movement, 
a part of the very problem that 
Reconstructionism has been grap- 
pling with. Our movement is 
largely motivated by the ques- 
tion: What, in the light of the 
multiplicity of conflicting inter- 
ests and tendencies in Jewish life 
can constitute the basis of Jewish 
unity? We do not indulge in the 
sort of wishful thinking that ig- 
nores these differences, nor are 
we seeking to impose our own 
views on all Jewry. We are look- 
ing realistically for a conception 
of Judaism which has room both 
for our views and the views of 
those who differ from us, and 
which can provide an opportunity 
for such interaction between the 
conflicting views and interests of 
Jews as will eventually result in 
a wholesome and vital synthesis 


of whatever is best in all of 
them.

THE KEY TO UNIFICATION 


OF JEWRY MUST BE A SO- 

CIAL REALITY, NOT A 

THEOLOGICAL FORMULA 

We believe that we have the 
key to such a spiritual unifica- 
tion of Jewry in our whole ap- 
proach to the problem of recon- 
structing Jewish life, with which 
in its present state, neither Re- 
form Jews nor Reconstruction- 
ists, nor, for that matter, think- 
ing Orthodox Jews are contented. 
Our conception of Judaism as a 
religious civilization, the civiliza- 
tion of the Jewish people, finds 
the basis of Jewish unity in a 
social reality rather than in a 
theological formula. Jews differ 
among themselves as to their 
theological beliefs; but the very 
fact that they call themselves 
Jews testifies to their awareness 
of belonging to the same societai 
group, the Jewish people. They 
may differ as to the nature of 
the Jewish people, but they can 
hardly use the term “Jew” with- 
out implying the existence of an 
identifiable Jewish group to 
which they belong. 

Reform Judaism, by reason of 
its theological formulation has 
sought the essence of Judaism in 
a body of doctrine. All Jews 


therefore, who deny that doctrine 
i; must be regarded as either no 


| Jews at all, or as Jews who sin 


against the light. Reconstruction- 
ism, on the other hand, recog- 
nizes opposing views as well as 
its own to be equa’ly Jewish, 
though not necessarily equally 
valid, so long as they are di- 
rected toward making the most 
of Jewish life in accordance with 
t 


the conscience of the individual 
or the group that holds them. 
Reconstructionism ,therefore, can 
and does invite Reform and Or- 
thodoxy, and every religious ten- 
dency in Judaism, yes, even secu- 
larist groups in Jewry, to coopet- 
ate in seeking the welfare, spir- 
itual and material, of all Jewry. 
It demands for its own adherents 
merely the right to regulate their 
own Jewish life by ideals and 
standards that express for them 
the highest Jewish values. And 
what it demands for itself it is 
ready to accord to all other Jew- 
ish groups. The basis of Jewish 
unity according to Reconstruc- 
tionism is the reality of the Jew- 
ish people. This is the sun about 
which all other elements in Jew- 
ish life, such as religion, philan- 
thropy, language, civic defense, 
Zionism, must revoive. All of 
these have their place in the 
Jewish scheme of things by vir- 
tue of their relation to the Jew- 
ish people. 
* + * 


OUR CONCEPTION of the es- 
sential pattern of Jewish life 
thus differs both from Orthodoxy 
and from Reform. Orthodoxy 
puts the revealed Torah at the 
center of Judaism. All aspects of 
Jewish life are validated solely 
by their conformity with the re- 
vealed law, oral and written. We 
share with Reform its critique of 
the Orthodox position as ignoring 
the contribution both of natural 
science and of historic research 
which have led to the disbelief 
of most modern-minded Jews in 
the historicity of, the traditional 
version of revelation. We, too, 
assume that the Torah originated 
in no different way than. the 
scriptures and spiritual traditiors 
of other faiths, all of which are 
human records of how the respec- 
tive religious groups interpreted 
their experience of God. It is 
when Reform tries to define the 
nature of the evolutionary pro- 
cess that constitutes Jewish life, 
that in our opinion, it involves 
itself in error, because of its re- 
luctance to put the reality of the 
Jewish people in the center of its 
picture. 

One alernative to putting the 
Jewish people in the center of the 
picture is to put Judaism, as Dr. 
Morgenstern does. He would re- 
gard Judaism as the “constant 
product” not only of tradition and 
the spirit of the age, but also of 
the spirit of the environment. 
How can the combination of 
three variables produce a _ con- 
stant? Tradition itself which, ab- 
stractly speaking, might be the 
one constant, is actually always 
undergoing changes. In our day, 
for example, the term “Jewish 
tradition” means comething very 
different to the Orthodox Jew 
from what it means to a Reform 
or to a Reconstructionist Jew. 
The evolution, not only of Ju- 
daism, but of any religion, cul- 
ture or civilization, is the result 
of tradition, the spirit of the age 
and environment. These deter- 
mine the process of change but 
throw no light on the “constant 


product” which undergoes the 
change. 
* * . 
PERHAPS Dr. Morgenstern 


would regard the Jewish God 
idea, or the principle of ethical 
monotheism, as the constant fac- 
tor in Judaism. But from his own 
evolutionary hypothesis, Dr. Mor- 
genstern must acknowledge that 
the God idea in Judaism has also 
evolved, that Jewish religion did 
not set out with a perfectly pure 
monotheism. Reform has ever 
emphasized the role of the pro- 
phets in eliminating idolatries 
and superstitions that stood in 
the way of achieving a pure 
monotheism. Monotheistic relig- 
ion represents a goal rather than 
an achievement. But as a goal, it 
is universal. In that case, it can 


hardly serve as the basis of Jew- 
ish religious unity; rather is it 
the constant goal of the religion 
of mankind, in which, of course, 
Judaism shares. 

If we are realistically con- 
cerned with finding a basis for 
the spiritual unity of Israel, we 
must not expect to find it in any 
abstraction. In the words of 
Walt Whitman, we should en- 
deavor to bring ourselves back 
“from sickly abstractions to the 
costless, average, divine, original, 
concrete.” The way Reform uses 
the term “Judaism,” as if it had 
meaning apart from the life of 
a real people makes it one of 
those “sickly abstractions” of 
which Whitman speaks. No such 
abstraction will ever enable Jews 
to resolve or transcend the many 
conflicts of interest and viewpoint 
that exist among them. 

The difference between Reform 
and Reconstructionism lies main- 
ly in this, that Reform is “stereo- 
type-minded,” Reconstructionism, 
“people-minded.” Reform tries to 
solve human problems by apply- 
ing stereotyped formulae, Recon- 
structionism by studying human 
nature in the individual and the 
group and ministering to _ its 
needs,

THE FATE OF THE JEWISH 
PEOPLE AT THE HEART 
OF THE PROBLEM OF 
JUDAISM 
The sense of the reality of the 

Jewish people is an obvious pre- 
requisite to any effort to improve 
its lot or to raise the standard 
of its life. That sense of reality 
is kept alive by the same two 
factors that give us a sense of 
reality of our own _ individual 
selves. These factors are: the 
awareness that others have of 
us and the awareness we have of 
ourselves. Likewise, two sources 
of awareness contribute to our 
sense of the reality of the Jew- 
ish people: what non-Jews think 
about us, and.what we Jews 
think about ourselves. It is often 
said that anti-Semitism is respon- 
sible for Jewish survival. That 
statement needs qualification. It 
is not the hatred of the Jew 
that has kept the Jewish people 
alive, but the fact that non-Jews 
cannot forget the Jewish people. 
The hatred is only an incidental 
part of their remembering that 
people. The entire consciousness 
of the Western world is saturated 
with the idea of Israel. That idea 
has, indeed, been almost an ob- 
session with Western mankind. 
Although, the role that the cul- 
ture of the Western nations as- 
signs to Israel is a diabolic one, 
the role of the Christ-killer, the 
anti-Christ, or the corrupter of 
the pure Aryan blood, it has not 
failed to accentuate the reality 
of the Jewish people. 

The Jewish people is also di- 
rectly aware of itself through its 
own tradition. Just as the indi- 
vidual becomes aware of himself 
through the memory of past ex- 
periences and derives from these 
memories a picture of his own 
character, an idea of his place in 
society, his purposes and ideals, 
so the group personality derives 
these from its tradition and so- 
cial and cultural heritage. It is 
this group. personality, this 
awareness of the group as having 
an identity of its own, a common 
life in which other groups do not 
share, that is the constant fac- 
tor which gives unity and con- 
tinuity to Jewish life, just as the 
self gives unity and continuity to 
all the states of its consciousness 
and all the activities of the bod- 
ily organs. 

* -* * 

IT IS NOT some abstraction 
called “Judaism,” but the living 
struggling Jewish people that is 
subject to the influences of the 
spirit of the age and of the en- 
vironment. These, indeed, as well 


as its own tradition contribute to 
the awareness of the reality of 
the Jewish people. But they also 
pose a serious problem for that 
people’s continued existence and 
functional development. For the 
fact that there is widespread 
antipathy to the Jew in his en- 
vironment tends to make the in- 
dividual Jew look upon Judaism 
as a detriment to his personal 
interests and to make him seek, 
if not absolute flight from Ju- 
daism, at least the reduction of 
Judaism to an unobtrusive min- 
imal role in life. At the same 
time, the spirit of the age has un- 
dermined the _ traditional  ra- 
tionale for maintaining Jewish 
life and has thus tended to coun- 
teract the influence of tradition 
as making for awareness of 
Jewish identity. 

Our problem is, therefore, how 
to reinterpret Jewish tradition 
and, if necessary, amend it in 
order that the Jewish people may 
be able not only to overcome the 
hostility of the environment but 
to find motivation in Jewish tra- 
dition for continued life and 
growth, Since the two factors 
making for Jewish self-awareness 
are not in themselves adequate 
to insure this continued life and 
progressive self-realization, some 
other factor must be introduced. 
It is at this point that the up- 
building of Palestine forces itself 
on our consideration as the in- 
dispensable means for keeping 
the reality of the Jewish people 
alive, and enabling it to function 
effectively in modern life. Only 
a creative effort shared by Jews 
everywhere can henceforth give 
Jews the sense of unity and 
group reality. 

« * - 

JEWISH UNITY and group 
reality are essential to the men- 
tal health of the individual Jew. 
Every person has the need of a 
recognized and accepted status 
in human society. He has the 
need to feel that he belongs to 
a group that accepts him as one 
of its own, that is solicitous for 
his welfare and makes demands 
on his loyalty because his life is 
part of its own life. The Gentile 
community in America is a Chris- 
tian community, and its mem- 
bers,even when they are liberal 
and generous in their attitude to 
Jews, feel them still to be out- 
siders. Unless, therefore, Jews 
can require status through their 
own people, they feel themselves 
lost and unwanted and develop 
that Jewish self-hate which is so 
fatal to their integrity and self- 
respect. 

That Palestine can give the 
Jew that sense of status which 
confers self-respect and a new 
enthusiasm for Jewish life has 
been demonstrated not only in 
Palestine but in America as well. 
Particularly notable is its effect 
on the youth. Where, except 
among Zionist circles, 
find Jews singing Jewish songs, 
dancing Jewish dances, display- 
ing Jewish emblems, speaking 
the Hebrew language? Is not this 
joyous acceptance of their Jew- 
ish affiliation a part of spiritual 
life, or religion? If we are in- 
terested in religious life, we can- 
not afford to neglect a factor 
that has such potency in restor- 
ing Jewish morale.

Not only ‘has this theory been 
proved to be without foundation, 
but the use made of it against 
the Jews should make it particy 
larly abhorrent to them. Yet Dr, 
Morgenstern can speak, even in 
our day, of “Israel as chosen 
people endowed from very birth 
with a genius for seeing God in 
every aspect of his existence..." 
He does not look upon Jewish 
religiousness as an_ acquired 
characteristic which can only b 
transmitted by education and tr 
dition, but as a prenatal infv 
ence, as a_hereditable racial 
genius. 

In contradistinction to the Re 
form assumption of a speci 
genius for religion on the pat 
of the Jew, Reconstructionism 
has responded to the implications 
of American democracy with alt 
nunciation of all claims to it 
herent superiority over other peo 
ples, in respect to religion, ori 
any other respect.

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THE FULL pragmatic conse- 
quences of the belief in chosen- 
ness became apparent when it is 
remembered that to be qualified 
for salvation it fundamentally 
implies being human to the full- 
est extent. Any assumption of su- 
periority from the standpoint of 
salvation necessarily carries with 
it the thought of being humanly 
superior in a way that contra- 
dicts the democratic assumption 
of equality. For that equality can 
have no basis in fact except as 
it refers to men’s capacity for 
salvation. Men are obviously not 
all of them equal in physical 
power or mental endowment, but 
they are equally entitled to op- 
portunity to make the most of 
themselves as human _ beings. 
This is a normative truth that de- 
mocracy has given to mankind. 
Nothing could be more absurd, 
more detrimental to the interest 
of Jews or more opposed to the 
most obvious lesson to be derived 
from their experience, than to 
afirm their own inherent religi- 
ous superiority. Their assertion 
of a superior qualification for 
salvation can only make them 
complacent with the relative ster- 
lity of Jewish religion in modern 
times and thus prove a bar to 
their own salvation.

RECONSTRUCTIONISM DOES 

NOT REST ITS CASE ON 

CULTURAL PLURALISM 

Much of Dr. Morgenstern’s op- 
Position to Reconstructionism 
seems to be based on a misunder- 
standing on his part of its atti- 
tude to cultural pluralism. If we 
tegarded Judaism as_ nothing 
More than a secular culture, 
there would be some justification 
for many of his strictures. But 
Reconstructionism insists that Ju 
daism is a “religious civilization.” 
It regards religion as the very 
soul of the Jewish civilization. 
Reconstructionism does not there. 
fore stand or fall with cultural 
pluralism, 

Were Judaism but a form of 
secular nationalism, it is very 
doubtful whether it could long 
survive in America as a minority 
group. The motivation for retain- 
ing its own language, literature 
and art would not be sufficiently 
sttong to maintain itself in the 
face of the opportunities for per- 
sonal self-expression through the 
American culture.

urgy, With its own educational 
system, its distinctive art, music, 
ete. It is less obviously true of 
Protestantism, because Protes- 
tantism seems to be Christendom 
in disintegration under the im- 
pact of modern nationalism, de- 
spite the fact that the ecumeni- 
cal movement in the Protestant 
Churches seem to aim at a re- 
integration. The _ civilizational 
character of Protestantism has 
also been obscured in America 
because, being the majority re- 
ligion, it effects many of its pur- 
poses through the state and not 
directly in its own name. 


* * * 


TRUE, Christian civilization is 
not national as is the Jewish, but 
that is because Christendom is 
the civilizational heir of the Ro- 
man Empire rather than of a 
single nation. But Christianity is 
not, aS is sometimes contended, 
universal. Its claim to spiritual 
hegemony over all other religions 
has not more to commend it than 
Israel’s pretentions to being a 
chosen people. Consequently, just 
as Americanism has room for 
all the specific civilizational as- 
pects of Judaism. Whatever the 
individual Jew or the Jews as a 
group need in order to achieve 
their salvation or maximum self- 
fulfilment as human beings they 
are entitled to cherish. 

On this basis, religious liberty 
as Conceived by American democ- 
racy must include the right of 
the Jews to their interest in their 
national home in Palestine, in 
the Hebrew language and litera- 
ture, in their continuous contact 
and organized collaboration with 
their fellow-Jews in other lands, 
in their efforts to maintain the 
rights and liberties of Jews every- 
where, in whatever Jews to whom 
Judaism is not merely an ab- 
stract religion have been asking 
for in democratic lands. All this, 
of course, is predicated on their 
unqualified acceptance of their 
American civic responsibilities 
and full participation in Ameri- 
can cultural, social and political 
life. 

Dr. Morgenstern would not 
have misinterpreted our position 
with respect to cultural pluralism 
in America, if he had read care- 
fully and weighed the impiica- 
tions of the following passages 
from our Platform: 

“The Jewish civilization can 
. .. function wherever there are 
Jews; it assumes different forms 
in different countries according 
to the size of the Jewish popula- 
tion, the character of the general 
population and other’ environ- 
mental circumstances. Only in 
the Jewish national home, in 
Palestine, under conditions of 
autonomy, can the Jewish civill- 
zation have full freedom of de- 
velopment. In _ multi-national 
states, Judaism should function 
as the civilization of a minority 
nationality. In America, and 
other countries of similar politi- 
cal structure, the Jews should 
constitute a religious-cultural 
group.” 

* & o 

THE ABOVE quotation should 
make it clear that only in multi- 
national states, such as Poland 
and Czechoslovakia were between 
the two world wars, does Recon- 
structionism expect the Jewish 
community to function as a min- 
ority nationality. In America it 
must function definitely as a re- 
ligious-cultural group. We can- 
not imagine that Dr. Morgen-

HE Mediterranean city of Jabneh was in 
its day a famed trade center. It also was 
a scene of many battles, but today when we 
look back at Jabneh we remember only one 
thing, that there was the academy of Reb 
Johanan ben Zakkai. 

After the destruction of Jerusalem, Reb 
Johanan ben Zakkai refused to be completely 
downcast. He obtained permission to establish 
a school in Jabneh and the torch of Judaism 
was re-lit. Today we still live in some part by 
the light shed by this torch of Jabneh. 

Probably five hundred years from now, the 
Jewish historian writing of the city of Cincin- 
nati, may think of only one thing—of the He- 
brew Union College. Seventy years ago, Isaac 
M. Wise went to that mid-western city and by 
the sheer force of his personality and an idea 
made Cincinnati for many years, a kind of 
“Jewish capital,” although many other cities 
counted larger Jewish populations. 

Wise was an advocate of a Judaism which 
has been variously labelled. Some called it 
Reform Judaism, others like to call it Liberal 


Judaism, some of its supporters like to think | 


of it as Prophetic Judaism, some like to call it 
American Judaism and still others, in earlie: 
days, were wont to refer to it as German Juda- 
ism. There is some truth in all the labels. 

Stressing the more prophetic elements of 
religion as against the priestly, it could char- 
acterize itself as Prophetic and Liberal and by 
the same token Reform. It could be called Ger- 
man in the sense that most of its early pro- 
genitors stemmed from Germany and its first 
temples were erected in Germany and it was 
American in the sense that it made a more de- 
liberate effort to identify itself in language 
and otherwise with the American scene. 

* * * 

IT OCCASIONED many controversies. The 
passage of seventy years had made some of 
those battles seem rather unimportant today. 
There were Jews who felt that it was tanta- 
mount to revolution not to wear a hat in the 
synagogue and denounce Reform and all its 
institutions. Today, we have a better idea of 
what revolution 1s—and realize that the wear- 
ing or not wearing of a hat is not one of the 
ten greatest problems facing the world. 

There were heated controversies about Zion- 
ism, but today two of the major leaders in the 
Zionist world, Dr. Abba Hillel Silver, chairman 
of the Aberican Zionist Emergency Council and 
Dr. James Heller, chairman of the United Pales- 
tine Appeal, are both graduates of the Hebrew 
Union College and the President of the college, 
Dr. Julius Morgenstern has himself recently in- 
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dicated some sympathy with Jewish Palestine, 
though he makes it clear that he stands ada- 
mant against the mingling of any Jewish na- 
tionalism with Judaism. 

In brief, the Hebrew Union College, while 
enormously influencing Jewish life in America, 
has also in turn been influenced by the streams 
of life. One very strange thing is that while 
Reform Judaism began in Germany, it did not 
go very far there, whereas in America, for a 
long time, it swept everything before it. This 
may be due to many reasons, but, in part, it 
speaks well for the influence of the Hebrew 
Union College. In Germany, the Jew deviating 
from orthodoxy generally went to the other 
extreme—to the baptismal font. In America, 
many of these Jews were saved to Judaism. 
Perhaps here there is a debt owed to Reform 
Judaism. 


WHEN ISAAC M. WISE founded the He- 
brew Union College, General Grant was Presi- 
dent of the United States. It was not long after 
the Civil War. It seems far in the distant past, 
although seventy years is not an unusual life 
span for an individual. Yet how much has hap- 
pened since then! The United States at that 
time numbered around fifty million people, in- 
stead of the 130 million of today. There had 
then been no war with Spain, no Panama Canal, 
no radio or automobiles, no vitamins, no real 
Zionism in the sense that there came to be after 
Herzl, no Yishub, almost none of that vast Jew- 
ish exodus to the United States, no Russian 
Revolution, no Hitler, and no atomic bombs. 

And yet there must have been something in 
that day that resembled very closely the situa- 
tion of today, for the German Jewish poet, 
Heinrich Heine predicted at that time, with a 
precision that a Nostradamus might have en- 
vied, just what has been happening. The Ger- 
man lust for battle, said Heine, would bring 
about a condition which would make the times 
of the French Revolution look like “a pleasant 
idyll” in comparison. 

One is led to the conclusion that in the 
spiritual and ethical domain, time has stood 
still. There has been no progress. Hence the 
work of such institutions as the Hebrew Union 
College have become all the more important. 

A particularly heavy responsibility rests up- 
on American Jewish institutions, for American 
Judaism today is almost synonymous with 
world Judaism. The isolation of our Judaism 
has ended with the isolation of American life 
generally. Today, there are only two lights to 
which the Jews of the world look —to Palestine 
and to America. 





stern can have any objections to 
Jews retaining those cultural 
traits in America which help 
them to experience life as holy. 

In the light of these _ ideas, 
which have been expressed again 
and again in Reconstructionist 
literature, I cannot understand 
how any one, speaking in the 
name of Reconstructionism, could 
have equated it with “American 
Judaism.” Since Judaism is the 
complete pattern of Jewish civili- 
zation, the term “American” can 
be applied to it locally only as 
referring to the particular seg- 
ment of Jewish life that is to be 
found in America. It must thus 
necessarily include every kind of 
Judaism that is to be found in 
America. It has no formative sig- 
nificance for Judaism generally. 
To be sure, we freely appropriate 
from American civilization such 
universal values as the ideal of 
democracy and seek to incorpor- 
ate them in Judaism. But since 
they are universal values, they 
cease being specifically American. 

It is therefore hard for us to 
follow Dr. Morgenstern’s mean- 
ing in pleading for an integration 
of Judaism with Americanism. 
Does he mean that the specific 
national characteristics of Amer- 
icanism, and not merely its uni- 
versal values, should become a 
part of Jewish religion in Amer- 
ica? Does he demand that Amer- 
ican Christians create an Ameri- 
can Christianity? If Reform 
stands for Judaism as a univer- 
sal religion, it is hard to see how 
it can qualify its Judaism by any 
local designation, for any such 
qualification defeats. the univer- 
salism that both Reform and Re- 
constructionism demand of re- 
ligion. Or dees he mean that, un- 


less Jews give up the distinctive 
cultural traits that nourish and 
sustain their religious faith, they 
have no place in American life? 
This would seem to be the infer- 
ence from his assertion that, if 
we seek to maintain permanently 
a Jewish civilization in America, 
“there will always abide in Jew- 
ish minds a misgiving of Ameri- 
canism and of the effects of inte- 
gration with it upon Judaism and 
Jewish cultural values.” It is 
hard to believe that he would ask 
Judaism to give up rights that 
all other religious civilizations in 
America enjoy. 

The foregoing discussion ex: 
plains why we cannot accept Dr. 
Morgenstern’s invitation to join 
the ranks of Reform. But we 
must reiterate that we think Re- 
form and Orthodox Judaism are 
equally entitled with Reconstruc- 
tionism to be designated = as 
American Judaism, in the sense 
in which Judaism can be subject 
to any local designation. The 
unique claim that we make for 
Reconstructionism and that the 
arguments we have advanced 
would bear out is that reconstruc 
tionism is the first Jewish move- 
ment that originated in America 
as a result of the impact ot 
American democracy on Jewish 
tradition.

“CONSERVATIVE JUDAISM 
by Robert Gordis; Behrman 
House, Inc., 79 Pages. 

ONSIDERING the impossible 


task of defining a move- 


ment which includes such oppos- 
ite personalities as Louis Ginz- 
berg and Mordecai N. Kaplan, Dr. 
Gordis has done a good job. He 
writes with deep 
attachment to %% 
Judaism, with } 
understanding 
and apprecia- 
tion of not only §% 
Orthodoxy, but 3 
of Reform, } 
which is quite 
rare amongst 
those outside of 
it. 

Though a _ persuasive essay, 
which will strike a sympathetic 
chord in all groups, it is anything 
but a clear exposition of Con- 
servative Judaism. That fine quo- 
tation from George Foote Moore 
that Judaism consists not of “be- 
lievers” but of “observers,” should 
have induced the author to go 
beyond theory and theological an- 
alysis. In real Jewish life, as dis- 
tinguished from theoretical, there 
is practically no differenc between 
Jews that belong to a Conserva- 
tive synagogue and those that be- 
long to a Reform. Neither group 


has any serious regard for Jew- | 


ish traditional usage. What separ- 
ates the Jew affiliated with a Con- 
servative synagogue from the 
Jew who belongs to a Reform is 
definitely something other than 


a theology or a philosophy of 
Judaism. 
* * ® 
WHILE castigating Orthodoxy 


for its obstinancy and blindness, 
and Reform for its abrogation of 
Jewish Law, the author points to 
the Agunah proposal, as devised 
by the Rabbinical Assembly as an 
example of “evolution” in Jewish 
legalism. Since he confesses that 
the suggested expedient was tol- 
erated as a war measure, and that 
its final implementation has been 
postponed, there is little to re- 
joice in. Just why has it been 
postponed, and till when? In the 
meanwhile, American Jews are 
not waiting for the new dispensa- 
tion of the Rabbinical Assembly, 
and are solving the issue after the 
Reform pattern by dispensing 
with the “Get” as unnecessary, 
in view of the civil divorce. Only 
too often postponement becomes 
a subterfuge for evasion. 

A more important instance of 
indecision is the Sabbath. Though 
the author justly emphasizes it, 
he nowhere indicates how the Sab- 
bath should be observed. Are all 
the rabbinic prohibitions. in force, 
and valid? Is it a “sin” to use an 
automobile, handle money, or play 
the piano on the Sabbath, etc? 
And, how deal with those, and 
they constitute at least ninety 
percent of the Jewish population, 
who for economic reasons must 
jabor on Sabbath. The dietary 
code presents a_ similar issue. 
While admitting that some relaxa- 
tion is necessary and even sug- 
gesting one, he offers no solution, 
even though Kashruth is observ- 
ed in the breach, rather than in 
the practice.

THE REAL difficulty with the 
position of Dr. Gordis is that he 
accepts all the criticai and scienti- 
fic conclusions about the origin of 
the Bible and the character of the 
Talmud as does Reform Judaism, 
and then expects to maintain the 
Orthodox and traditional code and 
prohibitions. He wants to have his 
cake and eat it, too. Exhorta- 
tions cannot take the piace of be- 
lief in supernatural revelation 
which till our own age has been 

} 





the backbone of aH Jewish dis- 
cipline. 

Upon Palestine Conservative 
Judaism does take a definite and 
unequivocal stand. Dr. Gordis des- 
cribes the position with exception- 
al clearness, which should once 
and for all set aside the irrational 
fear that Zionist loyalties might 
conflict with American patriotism. 
The truth is that ‘the fulifillment 
of Jewish aspirations for Pales- 
tine will no more affect the whole- 
hearted political allegiance of 
American Jews which is exclus- 
ively directed to the United States 
than the establishment of an Irish 
Free State has weakened the 
patriotism of Irish Americans, or 
the existence of the Vatican City 
in Rome . has vitiated the 
American loyalty of Catholics in 
the United States.” Our sabid 
anti-Zionists should take thisstate- 
ment to their cowardly hearts and 
befuddled minds.

EVEN HERE, however, ‘“on- 
servative Judaism at its topmost 
leadership is inconsistent and 
compromises seriously. If Pales- 
tine constitutes “a religious im- 
perative, a sine qua non for a 


vital Judaism,” and this is beyond 
question, why does the President 
of the Jewish Theological Semin- 
ary, Dr. Louis Finkelstein, serve 
on The American Jewish Commit- 
tee, which is shamefully fighting 
Zionism? Moreover, why does the 
Seminary Executive Board in- 
clude laymen who are prominent 
in the so-called “American Coun- 
cil for Judaism,” one of whom has 
made the war on Palestine the 
chief goal of his life, and of his 
important enterprise which un- 
fortunately for the Jewish people 
happens to be a powerful n°ws- 
paper? 

No matter what American 
Jews call themselves, with but 
few exceptions, they all absent 
themselves from the Synagogue 
with frightful regularity, they all 
violate the Sabbath, transgress 
the dietary laws and ignore the 
entire Jewish code. In this start- 
ling phenomenon lies the gravest 
danger to American Israel. Unless 
the religious leaders of all groups 
meet this threat the future of the 
Synagogue and of Judaism be it 
Conservative, Orthodox or Re- 
form, is bleak and well nigh 
hopeless, respite such appealing 
essays as the one under review.

R. JACOB BILLIKOPF of Philadelphia 
sends me a couple of paragraphs about 
hornblowers in Israel. (They cause such a con- 
fusion, each blowing his own horn and all at 
one time, and with no harmony at all.) 

Dr. Billikopf’s paragraphs are from a letter 
he received from a noted refugee scholar. The 
scholar wrote: 

“On Rosh Hashonah the rabbi of my con- 
gregation expressed this view: Jewish law pro- 
vides that the shofar which is heard on Rosh 
Hashonah should be without blemish and with- 
out ornament: that the person who blows the 
shofar is to blow it clearly and smoothly and 
with no apparent effort 
on his part: finally, that 
only one shofar is to be 
blown and not many eith- 
er in symphony or caca- 
phony. 

“In Jewish public life, 
said the rabbi, it is ex- 
actly the opposite. There 
are a lot of Jews who | : 
bedeck themselves with 4 aaead 
lots of titles—president of this and that. They 
blow their own horns hard to make themselves 
noticed and all blow at the same time, and not 
in harmony.” 

To this Dr. Billikopf appends his own com- 
ment. It has to do with a certain practice in 
Jewry. Dr. Billikopf asks: “When will we Jews, 
as a matter of selfrespect, cease to bombard 
every politican (high or low) to send us New 
Year messages (ghost-written.) ?” 

-Yes: It’s about time to speak frankly of all 
this—-of the personal horn-blowing and of the 
political Rosh Hashonah greetings to obtain 
which gives much comfort to the vanity of 
some of our gentlemen...” I’m a big-shot 
in Israel. I got Congressman Zilch to give us 
a Rosh Hashonah message.” . . . It’s all in the 
same tune of the private horn. 

Lest some of the citizens are too deeply. im- 
pressed when they read of Congressman Zilch’s 
great joy at the approach of Rosh Hashonah 
it should be explained how he got that way.

INDEED, Congressman Zilch had no idea 
that Rosh Hashonah was at hand. He scarcely 
knew there was such a holy day in the Jewish 
ritual until he received the letter from Mr. Gins- 
burg or maybe it was Mr. Goldberg. 

Who is Ginsburg? Who Goldberg? He rates 
himself as an influential man in his community. 
He is the chairman of this and that. He is 
always at the speakers’ table. He takes it upon 
himself to speak for all Israel whenever he 
thinks there is any speaking to be done. Maybe 
his name isn’t Ginsburg or Goldberg. He may 
be Oppenheimer or Segal or Greenberg or Levy. 

He is Little Boy Blue who blows his horn 
and feels very big when he makes a loud sound. 
He isn’t blowing solo, though. He has accom- 
paniment; Goldberg, Oppenheimer, Segal, 
Greenberg and Levy are blowing their own 
horns separately, each in his own way, competi- 
tively and at the same time. 

Each attempts a louder sound. One day 
Ginsburg or perhaps it was Goldberg, or Oppen- 
heimer, or Segal, or Greenberg, or Levy had 
an idea by which to show how much more an 
important man he was than any of the others. 


Rosh Hashonah was coming on and some- 
thing should be done about that. He had in 
mind nothing less than a political coup. He 
would show that he was a man who could knock 
at the very doors of the Capitol and be ad- 
mitted. 

He sprang the announcement one evening at 
the meeting of the Jewish organization of which 
he is president... . “I have big news,” he said.

I’m 
not in a position to tell everything but I can 
say that it’s going to be something from Con- 
gressman Zilch.” 


CONGRESSMAN Zilch’s secretary had open- 
ed a letter from Ginsburg or, as I have sug: 
gested, it may have been from Goldberg, Oppen- 
heimer, Segal, Greenberg or Levy. It said that 
Rosh Hashonah was at hand and it would be 
a very nice thing if Congressman Zilch wrote 
appropriate greetings to his Jewish constituents, 
Rosh Hashonah being the Jewish New Year. 

“What’s Rosh Hashonah?” Zilch asked when 
nis secretary told. him about it. The matter 
having been explained to him, Zilch directed 
his secretary to write something nice. 

Ginsberg, Goldberg, Oppenheimer, Segal, 
Greenberg or Levy could feel like a great leader 
in Israel] when the message came through. He 
was like that with the congressman! Congress- 
man Zilch’s Rosh Hashonah message said that 
he shared with the Jews of his district their 
joy at the approach of Rosh Hashonah. He was 
happy to recall that some of his best friends 
were Jews. 

At the next meeting of his organization 
President Ginsberg (or Goldberg, Oppenheimer, 
Segal, Greenberg, Levy) called attention to the 
honor that had come to Israel in the Rosh 
Hashonah message direct from Washington. He 
said he could feel no little pride in the fact that 
he himself had been instrumental in bringing 
it about. 

That’s the way it happens that politicians 
give Rosh Hashonah greetings or that they give 
fulsome indorsements to this Jewish cause or 
that. They may know nothing about Rosh 
Hashonah or the Jewish causes which they in- 
dorse so whole-heartedly; but it’s something 
Jewish and one of their constituents had asked 
them and they couldn’t turn him down, con- 
sidering the Jewish vote. 

I don’t blame Congressman Zilch at all who 
besides being a politician may be a gentleman 
who doesn’t like to hurt anybody’s feelings by 
a refusal in a matter in which it is easier to 
say yes. (And, anyway, it is no moral pain 
to say Yes on a subject on which he has no 
convictions one way or another.) 

The blame is on our hornblowers who feel 
their egoes enlarged when they persuade polit- 
icians to utter kind words for something Jewish. 
Their main offense ig_in their lack of self-re- 
spect as Jews; in that they feel that a good 
Jewish cause is not enough without a politi- 
cian’s kiss. 

They run to the senators and the represen- 
tatives. “Please, please, gentlemen, say 
something nice for our cause.”

1 Ib. lentils 1 green pepper 
6 onions, optional 2 stalks celery 
1 Ib. finely cut or chopped 2 cups tomatoes 
lamb or veal Salt to taste 
2 carrots 1, cup shortening 
1 parsnip A dash of pepper, optional 

Melt shortening and add onions,, diced or sliced fine. 
the onions till light brown before adding meat. Simmer 10 minutes 
while preparing the vegetables. Dice carrots, parsnips, celery 
and green pepper, add tomatoes and about 1 cup of cold water, 
Add meat and onions and simmer at least 114 hours or until lentils 
are tender.

He 
came in direct conflict with Bis- 
marck with regard to a bill de- 
signed to limit freedom of speech 
in Parliament. The conflicts left 
Lasker exhausted in spirit and in 
body and he retired from political 
life in: 1883. Hoping to find 
strength and regain his health, 
he visited America, where death 
suddenly overtook him in New 
York. The resolution of sympathy 
passed by the U. S. House of Rep- 
resentatives was refused by Bis- 
marck because he regarded it as 
an implication of criticism of Ger- 
man politics. Lasker was always 
the champion of his co-religion- 
ists. He introduced a law by 
which Jews of Orthodox tenden- 
cies were allowed to create Jew- 
ish communities. He also found 
time for literary work, leaving be- 
hind a number of writings on pol- 
itics and history.

The Editor's Chair, 


Readers will pardon this refer- 
-ence to a business matter, but I 
think they might appreciate what 
I am going to, say. About three 
or four months ago the ACT Lace 
and Novelty Company, of New 
York, wrote to us for the price 
on advertising space. Since this 
inquiry came in just after I had 
made one of my frank confes- 
sions about how The Post could 
mot hope to get into the black 
until it either doubled its circula- 
tion or began to get national ad- 
vertising, I felt a little embar- 
rassed. 

In my “confession” I had ex- 
plained that the difficulties of 
The Post in securing national ad- 
vertising obtained because of the 
reluctance of large advertisers 
¢o use “sectarian publications,” 
and that our answer could be 
found only with large national 
advertisers who happened to be 
Jewish. These large advertisers 
eould, without costing themselves 
a cent, buy space in The Jewish 
Post (our rates are very well in 
line with our circulation) and at 
the same time make possible the 
emergence of a strong, independ- 
ent national Anglo-Jewish publi- 
eation. 


The ACT people said that they 
would like to run a two inch ad 
weekly. I understood that they 
might be letting their better 
judgement be swayed by their 
kind understanding of The Post’s 
problem, so I wrote back that we 
would run the ad for a month, 
and if at the end of that time 
they had gotten any business 
from it, then we would bill them, 
otherwise they owned us nothing. 

The advertisement ran for a 
month, then we pulled it out of 
the paper. We did not bill the 
' ACT people, and for a while did 
not hear from them. Then after 
a few weeks, they wrote wanting 
¢o know why we had discontinued 
their advertisements, so since 
then we have printed it every 
week. 

This firm deserves your patron- 
age( Mr. Reader, who can use 
what they sell) and I hope that 
you who can will try to buy from 
them. 

I have talked with some of the 
Jewish men I have in mind who 
manufacture products which are 
advertised\ nationally, and so far 
have not been able to make much 
headway, although they all con- 
cede The Post is not only doing 
a good job, but is very much 
needed in American Jewish life. 
Eventually they will come around, 
and when they do, then I hope 
I'm still active enough jto hobble 
a@bout, for the kind of a paper 
thai could be produced in the 
Angilo-Jewish field, vere it sup-

body and soul to anyone, would 
be a revelation.

Want Slovak Jews 


To Use Slovak Language

PRAGUE—A decree publisned 


here provides that the new cen- 
tral body of the Jewish communi- 
ties in Slovakia must “hold Jew- 
ish religious ceremonies in the 
Slovak language insofar as this 
does not run counter to the us- 
ages of the Hebrew religion.” 
The decree also provides that the 
chief rabbi will have to cooper- 
ate with a representative of the 
Slovak language among Jews. 

The Zionist organization in 
Slivakia has been authorized by 
the authorities to begin function- 
ing, but is not yet in a position 
to conduct any activities, chiefly 
because of the lack of suitable 
premises. 

The property of the liquidated 
central Jewish Organization of 
Slovakia, which was established 
under the pro-Nazi regime of 
Father Tiso, has been transferred 
to the new Council of Jewish 
Communities, set up in_ Bratis- 
lava under the leadership of 
Chief Rabbi Armun Frieder.

Whereas a few short years ago, there was 
only the local Anglo-Jewish press, today there 
are such publications as The National Jewish 
Monthly, Liberal Judaism, The New Palestine, 
The Frontier, Opinion, and others, which com- 
pare very favorably with the best magazines 


being published in this country. 

When the very ample number of books of 
Jewish interest being published is taken into 
consideration, it becomes obvious that in the 
field of publications, the U. S. Jewish Commun. 
ity has already become of age, and despite jj 
the tendencies to the contrary and the seeming 
lack of interest in things Jewish, the Weight of 
this flood of literature is bound to make its 
effect felt. 


Our Old Theme Song 


PTJCRHE “minor” job of editing The Post's 

copy reader did on the release in this issue 
which was sent out by the Committee to Op- 
pose National Budgeting points up the necsssity 
for a national Anglo-Jewish publication, a re- 
curring theme song of this paper. The Com- 
mittee to Oppose National Budgeting has a per- 
fect right to present its side of the argument, 
but it has a responsibility too, and that is not 
to stray too far from accuracy.

A large national Anglo-Jewish paper, inde 
pendent and insolent, and with irreverence for 
the printed word, can do more than any one 
other institution to being order out of the chaos 
on the American Jewish scene. (The paper 
must in addition be large enough to be able ty 
print in full long articles like that of Rabbi 
Mordecai M. Kaplan in this week’s issue, or the 
exchange of letters in the National Budgeting 
controversy.) 


$20 Per Capita Means $100,000,000 


HE sum of $100,000,000 may seem like a 
stupendous amount, and unquestionably 
it will take a gignatic effort on the part of the 
entire American Jewish community to raise it, 
if it is decided to conduct the relief drive now or 
in the immediate future, but when broken 
down per capita it amounts to less than $20.00 
per Jewish man, woman and child in the United 
States. 

If this amount seems like a great deal, then 
let it be remembered that there must be at least 
a score of large-sized communities in the United 
States which even now are contributing much 
more than that. 

Fort Wayne, Indiana, with some 1,200 souls, 
annually raises about $60,000 or more.

Zionist jeadership at this criti- 
cal juncture assumes a terrible re- 
sponsibility.

There is grave 
danger that even they who are 
most anxious and able to help 
might throw up their hands and 
sy: “It’s an impossible  situa- 
tion!” 

Jews, even Zionist Jews, are not 
in any position to handle a crisis 
in Palestine. Are the leaders of 
Americans and World Zionists 
willing to assume responsibility 
for uprising and bloodshed in Pal- 
estine? Are they willing to ‘risk 
what has been achieved there, 
with money contributed not by 
them alone, but by all Jews who 
are anxious to relieve their breth- 
ren and by non-Jews as well? Do 
they believe that the Palestine 
Jewish community should or 
could go to war with Britain? Do 
they believe the Palestine Jewish 
community would be able to de- 
fend itself against an angry war- 
ring Moslem world? The tiny Jew- 
jsh settlement of a half million is 
alonely island surrounded by mil- 
lions of Arabs and Moslems. 


Zionist accusations against 
England can be understood oniy 
against the background of the 
unhappy Jewish scene. But Eng- 
land is caught between two fires. 
Vast issues are at stake. Have 
Zionists forgotten the consistent 
friendship of Britain for her citi- 
zns of the Jewish faith? Her 
Jewish citizens have served Eng- 
land well; but England, too, has 
served them well.

We are most deeply concerned to 
save as many of our brethren as 
quickly as possible, and wher- 
ever possible. That is the primary 
task! 

I quote a letter written me by 
a distinguished Christian at- 
torney in New York city, Mr. 
Lawrence Hunt, who, referring to 
my letter published in the New 
York Times Sunday, September 
30, says: 

“Your letter is timely, and says 
things which many Christians 
would like to say but hesitate to 
say because they may awkward- 
ly and _ inadvertently express 
themselves in such a way as to 
give aid and comfort to the vile 
anti-Semitic elements in this 
country. As a Christian I believe 
that anti-Semitism is primarily a 
Christian problem because it is 
the so-called ‘Christian’ who com- 
mits the sin and who inevitably 
will suffer even more than the in- 
nocent victim. The outrageous 
methods now employed by the 
Zionist demagogues will undoubt- 
edly do some harm to Anglo- 
American relations at a _ time 
when all of the English-speaking 
peoples must stand and work to- 
gether if we are to achieve a 
somewhat more tolerable world. 

“I hope that other’ great 
American leaders who belong to 
the Jewish faith will join with 
you in repudiating the methods 
and the political aims of the zion- 
ists who, whether they realize it 
or not, are setting the members 
of the Jewish faith apart from 
the citizens of the country in 
which they live and thus aggra- 
vating what is perhaps the most 
tragic problem of our times. As 
an American I certainly believe 
that our country should do its 
full share in solving the problem 
of the Jewish refugee, and I can 
see no good reason why, if Amer- 
icans really believe in the ideals 
they profess, this country should 
not promptly amend its immigra- 
tion laws so as to admit, let us 
say 140,000 Jewish refugees. That 
would equal only one tenth of 
one per cent of our population 
and they could be absorbed with- 
out the slightest damage or 
chage in our economic and social 
structure.” 

Such words from a Gentile fel- 
low American are profoundly ap- 
preciated and they might be pon- 
dered with profit by all of us. 

We need first of all to know: 

1. The number of displaced and 
dispossessed Jews. 

2. The number wno wish to re- 
jurn to their erstwhile homes. 

3. The number who wish to go 
to Palestine. 

4. The number who want 
start a new life but not 
sarily in Palestine. 

With such information avail- 
able, an immediate effort should 
be made: 

1. To work out some compro- 
mise in the Palestine situation. 
‘It must be a democratic compro- 
mise which will secure the rights 
of Arab and Jew, Moslem and 
Christian, under the terms of the 
Balfour Declaration. British, 
American, Palestinian Jewish and 
Arab leaders and any other in- 
terests intimately involved should 
sit down together. The moving 
impulse of such a meeting should 
be humanitarian—not political. 
The practical question such a 
meeting would face and could an- 
swer is: How facilitate the en- 
trance into Palestine of as large 
a number of Jews as_ possible 
without upsetting the equilibrium 
in the Near East.

SHOULDN'T GIVE PLAYER HIGH PRAISE 
MERELY BECAUSE HE'S JEWISH

Last week, in The Post, we 
eame across a brief sporting com- 
ment by Mr. Haskell Cohen, au- 
thor of “Jews in Sports,” which 
read: “Marvin Cohen at fullback 
for Syracuse appears to be a 
hard running back. The boys who 
covered the Syracuse-Cornell 
game came back saying nice 
things about Marvin.” That is a 
very nice write-up, of course, 
but, unfortunately, is not exactly 
true because fullback Cohen is 
neither a hard running back nor 
a particularly outstanding one, 
either. Let us take this opportun- 
ity to inform Post readers about 
the true merits of Marvin Cohen 
and Syracuse University, in gen- 
eral, something which Mr. Has- 
kell Cohen failed to do. 

Perhaps author Cohen is re- 
lated to fullback Cohen; perhaps 
he enjoys giving his namesakes 
free publicity, but no matter 
which the case may be, Mr. H. 
Cohen is slightly exaggerating 
things by his recent comment 
and, unless he is playing favor- 
itism, should not give an athlete 
a good story merely because he 
is Jewish. . 

Marv Cohen, 20-year-old Phi Ep 
from Brooklyn, is fullback on 
Ossie Solem’s football team _ be- 
cause there is no one else to play 
that position. Marv, big, rugged 
and tough, is not, by any means, 
the  bull-dozing, line-smashing 
back that his predecessors at S. 
U. were and, compared to other 
Jewish fullbacks of the recent 
past, certainly can’t be considered 
in the same class with Marshall 
Goldberg of Pittsburgh, Dave 
Smuckled of Temple, Mort Lands- 
berg of Cornell, or Lou Stark of 
Syracuse, all of whom made foot- 
ball history. 

In the recent Syracuse-Cornell 
game, which Mr. H. Cohen’s 
“boys” were covering and which 
we saw, Mr. Marvin Cohen 
played about half the game, pick- 
ing up his average 2 or 3 yards 
per try which certainly does not 
warrant such high praise as his 
namesake passed out. Off-hand, 
we can mention three other Syra- 
cuse backs who rate that descrip- 
tion more than Marvin, namely 
Ed Dolan, Bob Ferri and Rog 
Robinson. There was, however, 
one game last year in which Co- 
hen played well, almost deserv- 
ing that title. It was the Colgate 

2. To open other countries to 
reasonable quotas of Jewish im- 
migrants, our own included;

Let 
hope be given to the weary wan- 
derers, set up the machinery of 
redemption, put it in motion as 
quickly as possible—and there 
will be no need for ill-advised 
political agitation, whose inevit- 
able end will be bloodshed in 
Palestine and perhaps through- 


out the Near East, and further 
delay in getting our troubled 
world back on its. feet and at

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< ee are only four issues of The Post left in which to discuss 

; the problems facing the ZOA convention in Atlantic City, and 
there may be the odd item or two that I shall have to discuss be- 
sides. So let me start now. 

Over one hundred thousand members of the ZOA will be repre- 
sented at the ZOA convention in Atlantic City in the middle of No- 
vember. The delegates will be faced with two sets of problems the 
one arising from the present situation with regard to Palestine, 
the other with the rapid growth of the ZOA within the past few 
years. 

It is a foregone conclusion that Dr. Abba Hillel Silver will be 
the next president. There will hardly be any controversy about 
that. But we must guard against accepting Silver’s presidency as 
merely a personal triumph for Silver. Silver won in the Emergency 
Council and he will win in the ZOA because the methods he ad- 
vocated for political activity in this country have been accepted by 
most Zionists as the best and because most Zionists think he is 
the best man to carry them out. 

Thus, the political situation around Palestine will hardly be a 
matter of debate at the Convention. We've got to keep up the pres- 
sure in Washington, to mobilize public opinion in the country and 
in every respect to give full support to the Yishuv which has now 
entered on a previously well-worked out plan of defying the White 
Paper.

BUT THE ZOA has organizational problems which grow out of 
the rapid increase in its membership. In fact, most of the problems 
go back to the time when the ZOA membership was small. 

The mere fact that Silver will become president will not solve 
those problems. He is an excellent organizer and may have good 
ideas, but most of the ideas have to come from the delegates who 
ought to think them out before the convention. Besides, Silver will 
have his hands full with political activity during the coming year 
and the delegates ought to think of the way the ZOA is going to 
be run. Furthermore, there is no guarantee that Silver may not 
have some ideas which are poor, or that the Chairman of the Ad- 
ministrative Council or the Executive Director may ‘not have the 

~wrong ideas. 

Since this column is read by a number of delegates to the ZOA 
eonvention, I want to throw out a few thoughts for them to ponder 


on.

THE ZOA has grown in width, but not in height or in depth. 
It is true that the Zionist rank and file is quite mature and intelli- 
gent compared to the past. But most Zionists have received their 
Zionist education in the past few years not so much through the 
educational activities of the ZOA as through the tragic events of the 
war, the Jewish catastrophe, the political crisis in connection with 
Palestine, the propaganda work of the Emergency Council, the press 
and even the Bergson boys. 

The ZOA has done remarkably little to utilize the increased 
interest in Zionism in order to advance the cause of Zionist think- 
ing and knowledge. 

Dr. Goldstein has done a superb piece of work in increasing the 
membership of the ZOA, in running the Extension Fund, etc. But 
he has failed to live up to the pledge he made before last year’s 
convention to enrich the content of Zionist work. Whether it was 
because he got himself enmeshed in a political controversy or be- 
cause real honest-to-goodness educational work is something that 
requires more originality and daring in approach than he could 
give—I cannot tell. But I know that very little has been done and 
that that little has been superficial and accidental, 


* 


A YEAR AGO, after a press luncheon where Dr. Goldstein pre- 
sented his plans for the coming year before the Zionist conven- 
tion I wrote in the Forward that I had more hope for the consum- 
mation of the project to create an Economic Bureau than for in- 
creased educationai activities. The experience of the ZOA in the 
past years with regard to educational work has not been very 
encouraging. I think I have been proven to be right in my prognos- 
tication. The Economic Bureau seems to be doing all right—as 
far as I can ttell, and I am not an economist. The educational and 
,cultural activities are sadly neglected. And I do know something 
‘about these. things. 

Of course, glowing reports will be presented at the conven- 
tion about the reams of paper used up in educational work and 
about the many Zionist meetings and lectures held and about the 
books published. But, on examination, it will be found that only 
the superficial end of educational work has been given proper 
attention and that anything beyond that was either neglected 
altogether or treated as something unnecessary or things just 
happened.

TO CALL MEETINGS in Zionist districts at which prominent 
non-Jews tell Jews what they would do if they were Jews, is all 
right. There is nothing wrong in it. But that appeals only to the 
superficial nature of Zionism. To issue holiday programs with 
“inspirational” material—or ballyhoo—is also good. To reprint 
articles which appeared in The Nation or in Atlantic Monthly, to 
do all the work that the Unity Committee is doing, is fine. But 
again, that is not the type of work which educates and trains in- 
telligent leadership, or even intelligent rank-and-file. 

Surely, when there are so many thousands of Jews ready to 
join the Zionist organization, there must be a few thousand who are 
ready to learn a little more about Palestine and Zionism and about 
the Jewish problem than what they can read in The Nation or in 
Atlantic Monthly or what they can hear at a large district meeting 
or what they can hear on the radio on the Paesitine Speaks program. 
Surely, something is wrong when the Educational Department of the 
ZOA is treated as an orphan and when The New Palestine, after

tor in the rise and growth of anti- 
Semitism. Young children expos- 
ed at Sunday school and church 
to the story of their faith and 
God, one in which the Jew ap- 
pears as the arch villain, can not 
grow up with a disposition of love 
and friendship for the Jew.
